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The Blindman Valley Co-Operative 
Association held their sixth annual 
meeting in the Hall on Jan. 
tth with the lm attendance m 
the history of 
J. Bealie, mayor welcomed the vis- 
itors to the town of Rimbey. Mr. 
Chowen replied to the address of wel- 
combe. Mr. Jack Suggett was elect- 
ed chairman of the meeting. The 
following directors were elected, Mr. 
Wootler for Iola; Mr. Smith, N.E. 
Rimbey, Mr. D. Laytton, S.W. Rimbey; 
A. J. Anderson, Sunset and Forshee; 
Mr. Chowen, Bentley; Mr. Crooker, 
West Lacombe; Mir. Matson, Dast 
Lacombe. 

Mr. Chowen, President of the As- 
sociation gave a splendid address. He 
said that six years ago when the 
pool was onganized on a voluntary 
system, hogs were selling in Cal- 
gary for $7.10. The drovers were 
paying $1.60 less, or $5.50 per owt. 
that day, while the pool sold their 
hogs the same day with only a 
spread of 75c. between Calgary and 
the local market. This year that 
spread has been reduced to 52.3c. per 
cewt., with prospect of even a great- 
er reduction. Mr. Chowen closed 
his address with-‘‘Packers may come, 
and packers may go but the Blindman 
Valley Co-operative Assn. ‘will go on 
forever.’’ . 

In the secretary’s report by Mr. 
G. A. Wright we found that the as- 
sociation had shipped during the 
ycar 22,491 hogs, an increase of 1719 
over 1927. They shipped 667 head of 
cattle. The average price payed for 
hogs was $9.17 per cwt. The pool 
handled 98 p.c. of the hogs shipped 
over the Lacombe and Northwestern 
Railway (C.P.R.), and 57 p.c. of the 
hogs shipped from Lacombe. Off ov- 
er 1200 pool members, only two have 
been known to have broken ‘their 
contracts, 

Mr. Claypool, President of the Al- 
beuta Livestock Association gave a 
‘talk on the buying and selling of live- 
stock. He explained how the open 
market created competition between 
the packers. ‘Mr. Claypool stated 
thit the Alberta Livestock Producers 
A.z0ciation handled 85 p.c. of the 
kezs on the open market in the Al- 
berta stockyard.

He al- 
so said that they, thea Alberta Live- 
stock Producers Assn., had been ask- 
ced to give a series of lectures at the 
four Agvicultural Colleges in the 
Province on Co-operative Marketing. 

Mr. McKenzie, Wheat Pool field 
men, told of the great advances made 
by the Wheat Pool and showed why, 
if it was good |tusineses to belong 
to the Wheat Pcol, it was goad bus- 
ineas to belong to the livestock pool. 
Mr. McKenzie is located at Red Deer 
and will be glad to address a meeting 
or help in co-gyperative work in the 
Pools.
